During the recent fall 
registration at the Loyola 
campus, the usual outcry 
rose from the students 
when they were told there 
were no parking permits 
left. And when the Chief 
of Security, Mr. Corrall 
was asked why there were 
no more permits he gave 
the usual reply “There 
is nO more room and we 
can’t sell more permits 
than spaces’’. 

This theory seems to be 
unsupported by fact. 

Fed up to here with 
the steady diet of nega- 
tivity, L.E.S.A. directed 
two co-ordinators, Julie 


MacDonald and Dave We- 
dley, to do a_ physical 
survey of the parking si- 
tuation. The co-ordinators 
assisted by three class 
reps, Ann Corrigan, Ker- 
vin Smith and Brian Fo- 
ran are doing the “head 
count” this week.

Doug Potvin, Division 
director stated ““We will 
be making the appropriate 
changes to the records of 
the students affected over 
the next few months.” 
The volume of mail re- 
ceived from the protest- 
ing students was certainly 
a factor which influenced 
a modification of this po- 
licy.

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EDITORIAL 


Silence - Not always golden 


_ The library shutdown continues into its 
second month. 

Even the most cautious politicians know 
that it is better at times, to voice a 
position and risk losing some favour, than 
to not take any position and lose credibility. 

If Sir George day student politicos can 
be faulted with formulating a radical 
stance weeks after their electorate felt 
one was due, the Evening Students’ Asso- 
ciation, aside from the concern voiced by 
its individual members, is now endanger- 
ing its validity as a functioning represent- 
ative body by reservation, and non-com- 
mital inaction where a specific position 
is desired by its electorate. 

To date, aside from a proposed strongly- 
worded letter addressed to Concordia’s 
Board of Governors, the ESA, as a body, 
has taken no substantial stand in support 
of the administration, the library workers, 
or the students whose growing impatience 
with the library shutdown is legitimate and 
reasonable. 

One of the main difficulties is the cha- 
racteristic division of opinion that exists 
amoung the student population and their 
representatives alike, and while some 
form of referendum could have acted as 
a policy formulation guideline, a definitive 
position is now too long overdue to allow 
for population survey. 

Intermittent course cancellation and act- 
ive classroom boycotts will now agitate 
the widening community unrest which has 
seen a rapid escalation during the last few 
days, with many claiming that an early 
settlement of the dispute may be antici- 
pated as a result. | 

At this time, however, only a specific 
statement of policy by the duly elected 
representatives of the evening student po- 
pulation will serve to reassure the com- 
munity-at-large, that despite early diffi- 
culties, the association is progressively 
working at carrying out its mandate.

Dear Sir , 
All day and evening 
students and faculty at 
this university have been 
asked to boycott classes 
from Tuesday, Oct. 23 
to Thursday, Oct. 25. As 
has been proven time and 
again at other universi- 
ties, this is our most 
effective weapon for 
dealing with the adminis- 
tration. It-is vital, at 
this point, that we all 
understand why we must 
work to make this boy- 
cott a complete success. 
The library workers 


struck after exhausting 
every other _ possible 


means of realizing their 
demands. The strike re- 
presents a last resort 
- the workers’ most ef- 
fective weapon for deal- 
ing with the administra- 
tion. The decision to 
strike was made demo- 
cratically and was una- 
nimous. 


The library workers 
are striking to obtain de- 


cent living and working 
conditions. In the areas 
of wages and job securi- 
ty, for example, they are 


asking - for parity with 


other unionized library 


workers at Montreal uni-- 


versities. It is every 
worker’s right to have 
job descriptions and qua- 
lifications which conform 
to the actual functions 
fulfilled on the job, and 
a grievance proceedure 
if they do not. | 

By themselves, the 
workers in this case, are 


too weak to win the 
strike in a short time. 
The administration, in 


its capacity of “repres- 
enting the community at 
large’, has the _ police, 
courts (injunctions), gov- 
ernment, and the entire 
business community. be- 
hind it. If there are 
doubts in anyone’s mind 
one need only look at 
the positions held in the 
business world by mem- 
bers of the Board of Gov-

Film Review 


This is the Meaning of Life, Father?

~When I was still living 
in New York last July, 
‘and. still in the good 
graces of Columbia Pic- 
tures as the result of a 
highly favorable review I 
wrote for their Let the 
Goodtimes’ Roll, I re- 
ceived an invitation to 
attend a private pre- 
screening of Siddhartha 
at the Rizzoli Book Shop 
on Fifth Avenue. The day 
scheduled for the screen- 
ing was one of the most 
relentlessly sultry of 
New  York’s infamous 
humid heat waves; the

went on to say, “I think 
boycotts are foolish and 
that students are the on- 
ly persons who suffer in 
losing time and money.” 

Evening Students have 
complained to the E.S.A. 
concerning the boycott 
and the library situation. 
President O’Mahony in 
response to these com- 
plaints replied: 

“The E.S.A. accorded 
an invitation to the strik- 
ers to attend its last 
meeting on October the 
fifth, so that they could 
meet with council. The 
Library union did not at- 
‘tend, clearly indicating 
their attitude towards the 
evening student, e.g. we 
do not give a damn. In 
view of the lack of man- 
ners on the part of 
the Library workers, 
the Association was not 
in a position to formulate 
a policy on the strike.”’ 

The library strike is 
now well into its second 
month without an im- 
mediate settlement in 
sight. O’Mahony com- 
menting on the lengthy 
negotiations publicly 
questioned the adminis- 
tration and the Library 
union. ‘The administra- 
tion suggests they are 
limited by whe provincial 
government in their ne- 
gotiations by the fact that 
the government has not 
provided sufficient funds. 
Why isn’t the administra-

There will be a meet- 
ing of E.S.A. executing 
members, and a possible 
emergency meeting of 
full council later that ev- 
ening. “We will de- 
cide on Monday what ac- 
tion should be taken’’, 
said the E.S.A. pres- 
ident, and this ac- 
tion could possibly go all 
the way from supporting 
the D.S.A. boycott to tak- 
ing individual professors 
to court for breach of 
implied contract with 
students if professors 
cancel classes’.

Pho- 
tographed by Sven Nyk- 
vist, the Swedish came- 
raman who has photo- 
graphed “all of Ingmar 
Bergman’s films for the 
past fifteen years,’ and

(Chappaqua) Rooks, one 
might think that such an 
effort would prove well 
suited to many people’s 
movie tastes. Perhaps. 
But, speaking for myself, 


Siddhartha unfortunately, 


is one grandiose flop. 

It is a pretentious, too 
prettily portrayed, wa- 
tered down, poorly acted, 
“youth culture” version 
of the interesting novel 
of a young man’s search 
to define his destiny. Ad- 
mittedly, the music is 
very Eastern, and some 
of the cinematography 


reminded me of impres- 
sionistic paintings. But 
the canvas-like quality 
adds little to the develop- 
ment of the film, and ul- 
timately does far too 
little to save it. One 
frenzied love scene ap- 
pears to resemble an 
epileptic siezure more 
accurately that it depicts 
orgasm peaked passion. 
Sorry Hermann. Sorry 
Conrad. Not even an air- 
conditioned screening 
room during a July heat 
wave could show me the 
way.

Renaissance

Buying this album was 
a hunch that paid off. It’s 
the group’s second effort 
for the British Sovereign 
Label. Basically the ma- 
terial contained here is 
classically influenced 
rock with a dose of 
British folk.
